Referring to the telephone conversation the writer hed the pleasure 
of having with you on the 24th instant, we confirm that it is our understand- 
ing thet the 1000 franc notes which we are prepering for the Banque de 1'Afrique 
Occidentale are to be shipped by steamer and not transported by air plane. 

This being the case, as we arranged with you verbally, we will pack 
the notes for shipment by steamer, banding them in lots of 500 end then 
wrapping twenty packages, or say 10,000 notes, in Kraft paper, placing a label 
designating the contents on the outside of each package. We will then pack 
five packages, or say 50,000 notes, in metal lined cases for export. 

We expect to have 500,000 notes ready for shipment by April 29th. 

Of that quantity, however, we could have ready for shipment 50,000 notes, 
or one case, on April 16th. 

We would appreciate it if you would send us as soon as possible 
the necessary shipping instructions and the marks for the cases.

Memo for Mr. Blackmore: 

In our conversation this morning I told you that we could 
quote on the 5 Franc notes, including а special vignette, without making 
any distinction between using a special or stock vignette, but that we 
could not at this moment give any fixed delivery time other than stating 
that we felt we could begin deliveries in about six months time from 
receipt of the order. The French American Banking Corporation know 
our attitude in these matters: that we would always do the best we 
could for them. 

Also, that I had previously discussed this with Mr. Wittnebel

82 COINSURANCE The Corporation shall not be
